In the Dail yesterday the discussion of the Budget resolutions was 
resumed. Alderman William O’Brien proposed that the duty on tea 
shonld be reduced to sixpenée. He contended, that indirect taxation 
weighed heavily on the poor, and tLat revenue could be raised from other 


sources, 


Mr. William Sears went even further, and suggested that the duties 
on tea, sugar, and tobacco shold be remitted. Why, he asked, could 
i.e Government not impose a tax on betting? Mr. Thomas Johnson sup- 
ported these proposals, and dealt also with the ad valorem tax on cine- 
matograph films, which, he said, would not benefit the revenue. 

Figures were given by Mr. Cosgrave to show that the tea tax did 
nof cause much hardship to a working class family, and the resolution 
maintaining the tax at eightpence was passed. 

There was another discussion on hunger-strikes, and once more the 
Gevernment’s spokesmen explained the terms on which prisoners could 
secure their freedom, and referred to the need of smashing the conspiracy 
which was endangtring the country’s life. .

TEA DUTY. 


Mr. Cosgrave moved—‘‘ That the Customs 
duty at the rate of eightpence per pound

Mr. O’Brien said that this was indirect 
taxation, and as such was unjust. People who 
drank tea paid this tax; ple who did not 
drink tea did not pay it. e millionaire and 
the poor man paid the same, and the poor 
man probably drank a good deal more tea 
than the millionaire. No one would dream of 
taxing old age pensioners, but fhis tax would 
reach them just as it would affect the man 
getting the dole. He asked the Minister of 
Finance to revise this tax, and in his next 

et to place the burden on shoulders best, 

to. bear it. The tea tax would press 

heavily on the of the community, and 

he moved that it be reduced by 2d. to 6d. in’ 
the pound.

Mr. Figgis said that the figures submitted

A CONSPIRACY, 

The Minister for Agriculture, speaking as 
a member of the House, said that it was a 
most extraordinary thing that Dr. McCartan 
did not bother to find out the merits of the 
cases. It was a most childish and: incon- 
sequential way to treat so serious an issue. 
These women were in a conspiracy which was 
the most dishonourable episode in Trish his- 
tory, and were adopting the methods of the 
leaders of that conspiracy. It might be said 
that they were thoughtless, or that they did 
not know what they were doing, but the 
House should not come to the conclusion that 
they should be released because they were 
adhering to some ideal that they all admired. 
They should realise that there was something 
more than Republicanism or Free Stateism, 
and that was common honesty and eommon 
decency, which had been outraged during 
the last twelve months. 

The Government could release these women 
if they liked, but let them be sure that they 
knew what they were doing, and that the 
country knew what they were doing. There 
was no analogy whatever in the ease of 
Terence MacSwiney and tho case of these 
women, and when they were thinking of the 
self-respect of these people, let them also 
think of tho self-respect of the country. 

Mr. O’Shannon [{Louth-Meath), who sup- 
ported the motion, said that if there were 

ve ‘Yeasons why these women should be 

etained, surely there ought to be charges 
against them on which they could be tried. 
On the other hand, if the generosity of the 
Government was so great that on account of 
the prisoners’ sex they would not proceed 
with charges which might incur the extreme 
penalty, then they should Jet the House know 
that. He thought that “the bigger interests 
of the State. would be safe if the Government 
saw that these women were not allowed to 
die on hunger strike. | 

Mr. D. McCarthy said that a woman who 
had been on hunger strike in Holloway Jail 
before the Truce signed a form and was re- 
leased. Now she was on hunger strike 
against the Irish Government. 


GOVERNMENT’S POSITION, 


Mr. Cosgrave said that the Government had 
made it clear and plain that if these ladies 
signed a form promising that they would take 
no further action against the Government 
they would be released. 

Mr. Johnson said that the difficulty was 
that persons who had been on hunger strike 
for many days were now not capable of un- 
derstanding what they were asked to sign. 
Another difficulty was that people had been 
arrested and did not know for what. Most 
of them, no doubt, knew that they were 
guilty of offences; many of them denied that 
they Were guilty. “They were no& charged; 
they were not tried and sentenced. In the 
absence of the ordinary process of law it was 
impossible for them to protest, and they took 
steps which meant suicide. The Government 
was placed in a difficulty, because they had 
not charged the prisoners. 

Mr. Cosgrave @id that the form had been 
signed by one of the four prisoners referred to. 
There were charges against the vast majority 
of the women, and the Government was 
ready to accept the same, form in the case 
of the others as that which had been signed 
by one. 

Mr. Johnson said that he was not going 
to subscribe to the proposition that the pri- 
soner who went on hunger strike ought to be 
released rather than that he or she should be 
allowed to die. But he would qualify that 
by saying that the prisoner must have had 
a clfarge levelled against him or her, and have 
an opportunity of defending himself or her- 
self. In the absence of such circumstances, 
the Government could not defend themselves 
against the charge of allowing an untried 
srisoner to suffer death while in their hands. 

niless there was good reason given for the 
detention of a prisoner, the Government had 
no right to allow such @ person to take steps 
that would lead to death. 

Suicide was an offence, and it was the duty 
of a Government that had charge of the pri- 
soner te prevent suicide. He believed that 
the Government would find that the wiser 
course would be release. He believed that 
in the case of some prisoners the offences 
were altogether too trivial to think of allow- 
ing them to be led to death. They were not 
worth raising a big issue over, and it was 
still with the power of the Government to 
keep a watchful eye over such prisoners, 


ROUGH AND SMOOTH, 


Mr. Blythe, Minister for Local Government, 
said that this was a matter in which the 
Government could not blow one way or the 
other for the sake of popularity. The Go- 
vernment must take the rough with. the 
smooth; they must do unpleasant, as well as 
pleasant, things, and it was not a pleasant 
thing to have to keep prisoners till they die 
of hunger strike, They were faced in the country 
with a t and hideous conspiracy against 
the people—a conspiracy which had cost the 
country dear in life and material. 

The Government were up against the neces- 
sity of breaking that conspiracy, and saving 
the people morally and nationally. They had 
to take prisoners and hold them, as a mili-. 
tary necessity, without trial. They had 
executed prisoners without legal trial, hecause 
of that necessity, and they could not allow 
the claim to be set up that prisoners had only 
to go on hunger strike, and. that they must 
be released, 

The Government’s position was—they 
looked at what the prisoners had done, and 
what they were likely to do, and they decided 
whether .or not the prisoner might be 
released on signing the form that was pre- 
scribed. The Government had a duty to the 
people of Ireland, and it was necessary, in the 
discharge of that duty, to take and hold 
prisoners, even women prisoners.

LOAN FOR A FISHING BOAT, 


_ Before Mr, Justice Samuels, wit.ont a 
jury, yesterday, the case of the Department 
of Agriculture v. Rath and others came on 
for hearing, in which the Department sned 
two fishermen named Nicholas Rath and 
Ralph Booth, of Dublin street, Balbriggan. 
County Dublin; and Dr. George Scriven, of 
Hampton, Balbriggan, and Captain Edward 
Taylor, J.P., D.L, of Ardgilley, Balbriggan 
(their ‘sureties), to recover £378 15s. fa. 
the amount due by the defendants jointly 
and severally on foot of a joint and several 
promissory note, dated 27th March, 1920, for 
£1,250, and repayable by 14 half-yearly in- 
stalments, for the purchase of a fishing boat 
with nettmg and gear. The action sub- 
stantially was against the two sureties, one 
of the fishermen (Booth) having gone to 
America in May, 1921, leaving the vessel, 
which had been purchased, derelict in Bal- 
briggan Harbour. The óther ‘fisherman 
(Rath) had been working the vessel since, 
but it was stated that he had not been very 
snecessful financially. According to the 
terms of the loan the Department was to 
have first mortgage on the boat. Owing to 
the disappearance of Booth, it was stated, 
the boat had not. been registered, and the 
mortgage, though prepared for signature, hed 
not been executed. The defence of the 
sureties was that they made the note for the 
accommodation of: the two fishermen without 
consideration, and that, as the plaintiffs had 
not obtained the nang oe mentioned, they 
were discharged from liability as sureties is 
respect of the promissory note, the plaintiffs 
not being in a position to assign the vessel 
to them. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. Costello (in- 
structed by Mr. M. A. Corrigan, Chief State 
Solicitor) appeared for the Department; and 
Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, K.C., and Mr. Ryland 
(instructed by Messrs. Lett and Fetherston- 
haugh) for the defendants.

Mrs. Croker had 
always been anxious to get her husband’s 
estate administered and the will proved at 
the earliest possible date. This action had 
been started in the month of November. The 
reply that was finally put in by the plaintiff 
was not put in until the month of February. 
In addition to the three ordinary pleas, there 
was a plea of undue influence against Mrs. 
Croker and other persons unknown. His 
lordship would, of course, form the issues in 
the usual manner, and he would ask that the 
plaintiff be required to. give the names of the 
‘other persons’’ within a reasonable time. 
An affidavit was put in by Mr. Lardner’s 
client to the effect that he had five actions 
pending in America against this lady, and 
that he wanted this action postponed until the 
five actions were finished. 

Mr. Justice Dodd—The issue that he raised 
in Florida was the same issue that he raised 
here?

telling effects of the prolonged Ruhr 
struggle more clearly marked than in 
the capital city of the German Empire. One 
docs not at first glance appreciate the full 
significance of all one sees. One is chiefly 
finding that so many 
things one had been taught to believe about 
t-war Germany are now not true any 
onger. For years past the chief puzzle has 
always Leen that while the German Govern- 
ment was Obviously so poor, its people ap- 
red to be so rich. The visitor d only 
with the greatest difficulty get hotel accom- 
modation ; he had to apply for theatre tickets 
days in advance; he found the main streets 
a parade of luxurious dresses, furs and jewel- 
‘lery; cafés and restaurants crowded, music 
everywhere and taxis seldom to be had. 


All that is gone. One can describe present- 
day Berlin in one word—‘ shabby. “At 
s 


‘city is very much the worse for wear. 
seamy side is turned outward. The upper 
floors of ‘all the best hotels are closed to save 
the wages of superfluous attendants. The 
theatres are half-empty. The railway trains 
chiefly conspicuous for the fact that only the 
third and fourth classes are anything like 
fully occupi The cafés and restaurants are 
all but deserted, and music has become 4 
rarity since the new amusement tax was im- 

sed on April 1st. Taxi-drivers have turned 
into toute. 

To try to allure patrons into the more 
fashionable dancing restaurants where, until 
quite recently, one was as often as not turned 
away by a supercilious door-porter who in- 
sin that not a seat was vacant, the pro- 
ietors are now advertising competitions for 
valuable money. prizes. In one such fashion- 
able resort, for instance, cash prizes amount 
ing to over one million marks are 
offered for the best witty story told by the 
guests during the month of April, and so that 
no one may be scared off by “ stage fright 
the management have a professional humourtst 
on the spot every evening to tell the story for 
any guest who dreads the limelight. 


A Change. 


What has produced this change from exces- 
sive gaity to oppressive melancholy? The con- 
nection with the Ruhr is only indirect. To 
judge from the rarity with which one hears 
the Berliner now mention the Ruhr, one might 
suppose he had long since lost any languid in- 
terest in the question he formerly possessed. 
That is, of course, only half the truth. Every 
German, however pacifist, socialist or revolu- 
tionary, is still German enough to smart with 
impotent fury whenever one succeeds in pierc- 
ing his assumed indifference and rousing him 
to talk about his country’s predicament and 
future. 

But to nine Germans out of every ten, the 
Ruhr question is one that has long since been 
discussed in every phase, and conclusions 
reached which now admit of no modification. 
No German now believes that the Ruhr pro- 
blem could be solved by Germany's announce- 
ment of a new “ reparations plan.” Whether 
the world believes it of him or not, every 
German has come to regard it as an axiom 
that Germany must in some way, and at some 
time, make Testitution to the full extent of 
her capacity for the damage and suffering 
caused by the world war. Not—be it care- 
fully noted—because Germany was the author 
of this suffering; few Germans admit that. 
Their point of view is that Germany must 

y because Germany lost the war. And 
baiaieeil another war were to break out 
to-morrow and Germany were to gain the vic- 
torv over France, no German would split hairs 
over the academic question of who started the 
quarrel. France, having  Íost, would 
“naturally and rightly” have to pay. 

As the German sees his position, every 
offer Germany has made, notably that taken 
to Paris in January by Secretary of Stat 
Bergmann, an offer backed by German indus- 
try, and representing what was professed to
